In the Wiltshire mansion of Lon- 
gleat, a rambling house with as 
many window's as there are days In 
the year, there died Thomas Henry 
Thynne, fifth Marquis of Bath. 

For 50 of his 83 years, the mar¬ 
quis was lord of Longleat, which his 
ancestor Sir Thomas Thynne (pro¬ 
nounced Thin) inherited in the 17th 
century. 

To him came the modest honors of 
the squire — chairmanship of the 
county council, the Lord Lieutenancy 
of Somerset. 

He served for two spells in Parlia¬ 
ment as Conservative M.P. 

But, with Uie Liberal Government 

of Campbell-Bannerman in power, 
the marquis retired to Longleat. 

There, on his 70th birthday, he 
lit a huge bonfire, which the folk of 
four counties could see. 

There was free beer at the village 
inn, country dancing on hongleat’s 
lawns. It was as if the years had 
not been, and Queen Bess was on the 
throne, as she was when Longleat 
was built.—London Express.

Speaking at the an¬ 
nual dinner of the Chemical Institute 
of Canada, Dr. A. L. Washburn, 
director of the Arctic Institute oP 
North America, said specific and de¬ 
tailed scientific knowledge of the 
Arctic was badly needed for proper 
evaluation of its world role. 

He elaborated with the statement 
“much has been learned by expedi¬ 
tions during the past 100 years, but 
many of the expeditions merely 
touched coastlines, leaving interiors 
still unknown. This is particularly 
true of the Canadian Arctic islands." 

He explained less than one half 
of Alaska has been topographically 
mapped, and less than one per cent, 
has been surveyed from the air. Parts 
of the Canadian Arctic have never 
been seen, much less mapped. 

“Soviet Russia not only has 
weather stations but also general 
scientific laboratories where many 
types of research are carried on in 
addition to meteorology. There are 
almost no stations of this sort in 
Arctic North America.

Agricultural Groups See The Need 
For Further Information 

An increased demand for the ser¬ 
vices of agricultural economists was 
forecast by Dr. J. *F. Booth, head of 
the Dominion Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment’s Economics Division in an ad¬ 
dress to the 17th annual meeting of 
the Canadian Agricultural Economics 
Society at Macdonald College, Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue. 

The Economics Division must pro¬ 
vide information useful to farmers, 
those marketing agricultural pro¬ 
ducts and governments dealing with 
the farmers’ industry, Dr. Booth 
said. 

Since establishment of the division 
in 1929, much of the initial work 
had been to build up factual informa¬ 
tion on problems faced by the in¬ 
dividual farmer. During the war, 
much of the research had been cur¬ 
tailed, but the division had helped 
in developing and administrating 
numerous farm policies. 

Practically every type of activity 
carried on before the w ar was repre¬ 
sented in requests made to the divi¬ 
sion by agricultural groups through¬ 
out the country for additional re¬ 
search work.

Maintenance oi Soil Fortuity 

Recently, a world-wide survey 
has been made to determine the 
degree to which soil fertility is 
maintained or lost under various 
systems of agriculture. This sur¬ 
vey has shown that, in general, 
reliance is placed on three different 
methods to maintain soil fertility. 
Briefly, these are as follows: 

Method 1. Natural recuperation 
of the soil without manuring. This 
method is employed in the modern 
extensive agriculture of Australia, 
Argentine, Western Canada, and in 
wheat areas of the United States 
It acem* that a wheat yield of 
around IS bu per acre represents 
tha level at which soil fertility is 
maintained by this method. 

Method 2. The use of local 
manures, chiefly aniinUl, to supple¬ 
ment natural recuperation. This 
method is best seen in the tradi¬ 
tional ^agriculture of China and 
Japan * About 20 bu. of reheat pci 
acre represents the level of fertility 
reached by Method 2. • 

Method 3. The use of inorganic 
(mineral) fertilizers to supplement 
local manures and natural recupcra- 
»ion of the soil. This method is 
employed in the intensive farming 
-vstems of Great Britain, New 
Zealand, and, for some crops, in the 
United States. The average yield 
of wheat in countries where thi.- 
method predominates is around 
So bu. per acre. 

From this survey it is clear that 
i ho first method maintains soil 
fertility at the lowest level. The 
method is, in effect, one of “mining” 
the initial fertility of the soil. 
Unfortunately, it is the method 
that is widely employed in Western 
Canada. Already, it has led to soil 
exhaustion and to severe soil 
erosion. 

If we are to secure and maintain 
the increased crop production the 
world so vitally needs, it is impera- 
tivcBthat we increase the use of 
mineral fertilizers. We must stop 
burning stuble and straw, and wast¬ 
ing farmyard manure. o

WEEKLY LETTER 

The Windbreak 

Bvery farm home can and should 
he protected by a wind break of trees 
and shrubs. A good windbreak can be 
secured if sufficient attention is giv¬ 
en to its planning A moments thou¬ 
ght will suggest that no hard and 
fast rules can be laid -down for the 
exact position of the windbreak. It 
should be planned to give protection 
to the farmhouse and other buildings 
from the west, northwest and north 
winds. However., in no case should it 
completely surround the farm stead 
thus cutting off views of the outside 
world. Also the windbreaks should be 
located so as to leave enough space 
within it for additional buildings. In 


realization that eventually the white 
sprue c will constitute the real wind¬ 
break. for the poplars have a short 
life of only about twenty five years 
in many localities. 

Th«»re are advocates of planting 
the trees in the windbreak four or 
five feet apart but such close plant¬ 
ing prevents very essential cultiva¬ 
tion. in close plantations the closely 
knit boughs keep out the light and 
lower limbs dia, converting the wind¬ 
break into an ugly grass-ridden thick 
et, filled with dead limbs. 

A windbreak of four rows requires 
a strip of land twenty to twenty fold 
feet wide. This land should be plough 
ed ami disced as soon as spring work 



Our upholsterer is here now and 

some types of repair work can be 

done.

The Canadian Federation of Agri¬ 
culture agreed with the proposal of 
the Canadian Weekly Newspaper As¬ 
sociation to Join with them In a 
nation-wide "Salute to Agriculture”.

Q—V’hat happens to the meat 
coupons and tokens which are turned 
in to the Local Ration Boards and 
voluntary collecting organizations for 
the supplying of meat to starving 
people overseas? 

A.—All meat tokens and coupons 
are turned in to the Local Ration 
Boards by the voluntary organiza¬ 
tions and these are counted at regu¬ 
lar intervals. The Meat Board then 
knows exactly how much extra meat 
will be available for export. Through 
the coupon collection system, up to 
the end of May Canadians made 325,- 
000 additional pounds of canned 
meat available for shipment to the 
hungry. 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED recently that in September, the sixth ration 
book will be distributed in Canada. There was a time when it appeared 
that ration book number five would be the last one to be issued, and that 
by the time the coupons in it had been exhausted, conditions would be such 
that rationing would no longer be necessary. On the contrary the world 
food situation is now more serious than it was at any time during the war, 
and the necessity for the continuation of rationing here Is apparent to 
everyone. We also know that under our present system we are Infinitely 
better off than the people of Britain, Europe and the Orient; and in many 
Canadian homes today there is voluntary rationing of foods which can be 
shipped abroad.

Canada I# Second Country In The 
World To Have Uranium Pile 

Canada is the second country in 
the world to have a moderator- 
stabilized uranium pile, Dr. L. O. 
Cook of the Atomic Energy Division, 
National Research Foundation, re¬ 
vealed in a pamphlet being published 
for the annual conference of the 
Chemical Institute of Canada. 

The pamphlet discloses for the first 
time some of the facts of Canadian 
atomic research and predicts Cana¬ 
dian scientists will be among the first 
to experiment with radioactive ele¬ 
ments, to develop special medical 
treatments and to unravel scientific 
and medical mysteries. 


Q.—Instead of turning in meat 
coupons and tokens whic{iwill not be 
needed for a family's own use, would 
it not be just ns well to destroy these 
coupons at homo rather than send 
them to the Local Ration Board or 
to some voluntary collecting organ¬ 
ization ? 

A.—If you destroyed these tokens 
and coupons in your own home, the 
Meat Board would have no way of 


But having won the battle, are 
we going to win the peace? No 
peace will ever survive in a hungry 
world. And the world is hungry to¬ 
day. In fact the forecast from Great 
Britain is that three times as many 
people wUl die of starvation in the 
next six rtionths as were killed fn the 
whole of the war, and the number of 
potential famine victims at the end 
of six months is estimated at 60,000,- 

000 dead. . 

This is the picture that faces our 
farm producers. Will they live up to 
it and surmount it? Undoubtedly 
they will, just the same as they did 
during the long six years of war. No 
one outside of the farmers themselves 
will ever know how hard a task It 
will be, but sometimes we wonder if 
they are not just a little pessimistic 
about their work and their profes¬ 
sion. In one breath they deplore the 
terrible hardships of the farm, and 
the next day deplore the leaving of 
their sons and daughters from the 
farms to the cities.

Governor For Malta 


The Newly Appointed Governor Was 
Born In Canada 

Mr. Francis Campbell Ross Doug¬ 
las, M.P., the newly-appointed Gov¬ 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief of 
Malta in succession to Lieut.-Gen- 
eral Sir Edmond C. A. Schreiber, 
K.C.B., D.S.O., was born in Canada 
in 1889 and was educated at Glasgow 
University.
